CURRENT SITUATION:

Nationally, initial attack activity was light with 119 fires reported. Two new large fires were
reported and contained, one each in the Southern and Eastern Areas. Very high to extreme fire
indices were reported in Arizona, Alaska, and Indiana.

SOUTHWEST AREA INCIDENTS / LARGE FIRES:
SUNDAY, Coronado National Forest. This fire is 25 miles southeast of Sonoita, AZ in grass and

understory. A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Raley) has been assigned. Scattered interior
smokes were observed.
